position in student government), 
to have experience. As a matter 
of fact, I believe that the main 
cause of trouble for this year’s 
Commission was the lack of ex- 
perienced officeholders return- 
ing from the previous year. 

For example, last year’s Com- 
mission left this year’s group 
with about $25,000 to operate 
with. Next year’s Commission 
will be left with only $6,000. 
Wonder why? Because of lack 
of experience regarding budget 
expenditures. I have already be- 
gun working on this for next 
year, however by volunteering 
for the newly-formed Budget 
Committee. 

Also, some people feel that 
not enough activities were given 
for the students this year. I 
have helped on Homecoming, 
the Winter Ball, Canned Heat, 
Glen Yarborough, etc., and I 
know what problems arose so I 
will be able to help make activi- 
ties function smoother next year. 
I have also just been appointed 
chairman of the Activities Book- 
let Committee, which means 
that I will be able to work with 
various campus organizations and 
organize a regular series of ac- 
tivities for the students next 
year (a student operated lecture 
series is one goal which I hope 
to achieve). Also, I favor an ad- 
justment of the budget to give 
more funds to I.C.C. so clubs 
can operate at a more efficient 
level in providing student enter-' 


tainment. 

Another deficiency which I 
have noticed while I was in stu- 
dent government is that students 
do not participate in many school 
functions because of poor pub- 
licity. To combat this, I plan to 
have a weekly column in the 
paper for the expressed purpose 
of informing the students of 
what is happening on the cam- 
pus, telling when controversial 
items are to appear on the Com- 
mission agenda,. and answer 
questions which the students ask. 

Electing someone without ex- 
perience to the office of Student 
Body President is like selecting 
someone as. captain of a foot- 
ball team who has never played 
before, but has only been a 
spectator. He may know the 
rules and know what is happen- 
ing, but he does not know how 
to call. the signals, how the com- 
plicated plays work, and which 
plays were successful in the past. 
He may be involved, but he does 
not know what it takes to really 
have a winning team. 

I have the experience an 
A.S.B. President needs. This I 
believe, combined with my past 
record of willingness and ability 
to work for: the students, makes 
me the most qualified. The only 
way I can work for you, how- 
ever, is for you to vote for me 
in the upcoming elections on 
Monday and Tuesday.

The addition of 
the new class has broadened the 
variety of subjects offered to the 
students and has boosted them 
into the list of elite colleges that 
sport such a class. 

Under a hot, burning sun, a

This action took place, accord- 
ing to Earl Penix, the instructor 
of the class, “in an arena that 
was built by the students with 
no outside help.”

ing up the lecture part. The re- 
maining class time is set aside 
for the practical application part 
which takes place in the student 
built arena.

COMMISSION REPORT 


The Commission meeting was 
held Tuesday at twelve, the us- 
ual time, with the largest audi- 
ence of the year observing, num- 
bering about 25. Most of the 
discussion at the meeting was in 
the areas of movies, Student 
Union building damages, and 
future voting privileges. 

The first order of business 
was reports. Wally Drabik re- 
ported on the constitutional re- 
vision. The Constitution Com- 
mittee has produced a four part 
draft which will be voted on 
after the Commission has _re- 
viewed it; if it passes, it will be 
offered to the ASB members for 
ratification. 

Movies 

Wally Drabik began the dis- 
cussion of appropriating funds 
to show more movies by refer- 
ring to a petition favoring the 
movies. The petition circulated 
by Drabik, had over 200 signa- 
tures.. Don Thompson ques- 
tioned the relevence of such a 
petition, “students sometimes 
sign these things without even 
reading them. .. . They’re for it 
even if they don’t plan to go.... 
What I'd like to know is how 
many people actually attend.” 
Drabik estimated between 80 
and 100 attend the movies. 
Thom Diggins said he attended 
most of the movies during the 
Fall and that he did “dispute” 
the estimate as being too high. 
Dan Rowland pointed out that 
the ASB will end the year with 
about $6,000 as compared with 
$18,000 left last year, implying 
that money should be saved to 
begin next year. The motion by 
Drabik to show three more mo- 
vies at a cost of $260 was de- 
feated. 

Student Union 

The problem of damage in the 
Student Union was brought up 
by. Julie Moran. The damage 
entails holes in the ceiling (al- 
legedly caused by _ students 
throwing knives and forks into 
it), missing ceiling tiles and bro- 
ken light fixtures. Although 
school insurance will probably 
cover it, the ASB may be called 
on to pay for part of the dam- 
age. On approval of a motion 
by Moran, if whoever removed 
the tiles is caught (there is a 
witness), or any other vandal, he 
will be sent before the Social 


Standards Committee or the Stu-' 


dent Judicial Court for possible 
censure. “We need some sort of 
control here .. . it’s better if 
we take action now than to leave 
it for the administration to act 
on,” said Miss Moran. 

Representing the Hartnell ad- 
ministration, Dean of Student 
Personnel Oscar Rameriz  sug- 
gested that, “We (the adminis- 
tration and the Commission) set 
up a committee to develop poli- 
cies for control of this building. 
We (the administration) can set 
up control, but we would rather 
work with you students.” It was 
then moved that such a commit- 
tee be appointed by President 
Tom Rowland. The motion 
passed unanimously. 

Voting 

The third major discussion was 
started by Dan Rowland who 
proposed that students be al- 
lowed to vote in ASB elections 
whether or not they hold stu- 
dent body cards, since, “Com- 
mission decisions affect all stu- 
dents.” 

The discussion seemed to di- 
vide those present into two 
camps. One group agreed that 
because of the Commission’s in- 
fluence on all students, all stu- 
dents should have a right to vote 
in its elections. The second 
group felt that the ASB card 
holders are paying for most ac- 
tivities by purchasing the card 
and are the only real members 
of the ASB, so that in a sense 
it is a club, with students hav- 
ing the prerogative to join or 
not; therefore, only members 
should be allowed to vote. 

Brian Watwood pointed out 
that there is a bill before the 
California Legislature to make 
possession of a student body card 
mandatory for junior college 
students carrying nine or more 
units. If it passes the bill would 
solve the voting problem by 
making everyone a member. The 
discussion was then tabled (put 
off) until next week. 

The Commission approved of 
setting prices for the prom bids 
at $4 for ASB card holders and
